tion Convention and repudiated candi- 
date for Congressin North Carolina, 
made the following statement in his 
recent address at Greensboro : 

“For the information of Grecley’s 
paper and other lesser lights, I can 
inform them that the law prohibits the 
payment of more than one month’s 
salary to «a foreign minister before 
reaching his place of destination. I 
will further inform them that I did go 
to Peru, and only drew my salary from 
the time I was in service.” 

It may not be much of a satisfaction 
to the country to know that Mr. Settle 
did fulfill the functions of a foreign 
minister; but we have caused an 
examination of his case to be made at 
the Fifth Auditor’s office, and the result 
so well illustrates Mr. Settle chronic 
inability to tell the truth that we pro- 

ose to publish it. In the first place, it 
is not true that the law prohibits the 
payment of more than one month's 
salary to a minister before reaching his 
destination; in the second place it is not 
true that Mr. Settle only drew his salary 
for the time he was in service. A 
minister is ollowed one month to obtain 
instructions, make preparations, “e, 


Mr. Settle took that and another 
month (more or les.) to make his 


journey. He was appointed Feb. 13th, 
1871. and drew pay trom that time 
till March 20, 1871, namely 8883.33. He 
started for Lima April 10, and drew 
pay June 20 tor two months an twenty 
days, namely $2,252.65, He drew pay 
again Sept. 30. $2,500. On the 19th of 
December he gave himsclt sixty days’ 
leave of absence and came home, 
although he was not entitled to a leave 
until he had served for a sear at his 
post. When the sixty days expired he 
drew pay unto that date, Feb. 19, 1872, 
amounting to $4,873,638, and tesighed. 

Thus we see that Mr. Settle remained 
at Lima less than six moths and a 
half, allowing thirty days for the 
journey out, and that he received for 
‘that service $9,459.71, or at the rate of 
about $18,000 a year, the pay of the 
Lima mission being fixed by law at 
$10,000. This is what Mr. Settle calls 
drawing his salary for the time he was 
in service. N. J. Tribune.
